We have had occasion to remark 
before upon the largo number of 
teachers and scholars at the heads 
of the governments now at war. 
Woodrow Wilson was for twenty 
years a teacher at Princeton. The 
recent premier of France. Painlcve, 
was professor of mathematics at 
the University of Paris. Premier 
Orlando of Italy was professor 
of law at Palermo- and the present 
German Chancellor, Von Herthtig, 
taught philosophy at the Univer¬ 
sities of Bonn and Munich, Let 
us bear no more of the impracti¬ 
cability of the scholastic mind!
